SACRAMENTO, March S.—Just after the 


polls closed tbia evening in the tirst 
precinct of the first ward uouie words 
passed between Big Neck Smith, a San 
Francisco ward politician, and Patrick 
Brannigtui, a plasterer of this city, wbon 
Smith shot and killed Jlnuinigan. The 
latter was considerably under the influ- 
ence of liquor. He and Smith bad a 
little quarrel earlier in the day and Bran- 
nigan is naid to have threatened to kill 
-Smith when they met. This evening 
some words pflEi-cd between them on the 
sidewalk in the midst of a crowd, when 
Smith drew a pistol and abet Brannigan 
twice, and &B the latter fell upon tho 
sidewalk Kmith placed a pistol to hia 
head and shot a third time. Brannigan 
died instantly. 


Deceased leaves a wife ana five chil- 


dren. He was a native of New York and 
in younger daya.was a prize fighter of 
some note. Brannigan had made no 
•demonstration at the time he was shot. 
After the first shot, however, he tried to 
draw a pistol, but dropped it when shot 
the aecond time. Smith surrendered to 
Officer Gibson and wan taken to the 
police station. 


Much indignation is expressed and 


aome of Brannigan's friends talk of tak- 
ing Smith from the jail and lynching 
him. Smith has been making his home 
here for some timo and was very ofli- 
CIOUB about the polls today and had sev- 
eral quarrels with citizens.

SA.N FBAKCISCO, March 8.—The annual 


meeting of the atate board of trade was 
held this afternoon. 


As chairman oE the special committee 


General Chipman filed a long report on 
the importance and neede of tu«' rivers 
and harbors of California. Embodied in 
the report is the opinion of J. A. Morris* 
aey of Stockton, who makea aome good 
points aa to what competition in water 
[reiehts haa done for Stockton. 


Another IOUR report was submitted by 


General Cbipmau, ai chairman of the 
committed on iudnatrial resources of the 
state. It showed in detail "fjhipmenta 
from the atate during 1891 of fruit, wine 
and brandy. The total shipments of 
fruits of 
all 
Rorts wero 352,900,425 


pounds, or 17,045 carloads; wine ship- 
ments were 11,114,029 gallons; brandy 
799,012 gallons. There is considerable 
wine and brandy held in cellars and 
warehouses. Of shipments during the 
year 138,588,425 pounds were from the 
south of Tehachapi, and 229,533,4-10 from 
the north of Tehachapi;, raisin ship- 
ments wore 47.734,000 pounda, an in- 
crease oi 0,613,670 pounde, or 330 car- 
loads over 1890; orange BhipmentB from 
tho six southern counties during 1891 
footed up over 1,300,000 boxea, or 4093 
carloads. In commenting on the figures 
given it waa said that the marketing of 
products deserved more aerioua consid- 
eration. 
Mr. McAfee of the committee on the 


market sinking fund, reported that the 
committee was diligently at work en- 
deavoring to secure a market in England 
for California dried fruita. 


A communication waa received setting 


forth that the miner's convention re- 
cently held in this city desired moral 
support for the purpose of again continu- 
ing hydraulic mining.

WASHINGTON, March S.—The cabinet 


meeting today was important, notwith- 
standing tbo absence of Secretarys 
Blaine, Foster and Noble. 
The entire 


session waa devoted to the consideration 
of the Behring sen question, in general 
the opinion was unanimous that the po- 
sition aEEumed by the British govern- 
ment in opposing a renewal of the modus 
Vivendi a3 unalterable and not justified 
by tho condition ofthe sealing industry. 
It was areued that the opening of Beh- 
ring sea at this season to indiscriminate 
slaughter by poachers would undoubt- 
edly result in serious injury, if not total 
destruction, of the industry, and thus 
defeat the very objectofthenegotiationr. 
It was decided to insist on the modus 
vivendi somewhat similar to tiiat of lust 
year. 
In executive session tbia afternoon the 


senate considered th« arbitration treaty 
in regard to the Behring sea. There 
was much opposition to it. One body of 
senators bitterly resented the idea .of 
any treaty holding the right of the 
United States to the waters acquired 
from Russia beyond question, Bud that 
it would be cowardlv to surrender on the 
part of this government, or submit its 
rights to the uncertain decision of foreign 
arbitratione.

would be a distinct gain in the diplomatic 
battle, inasmuch as it committed Great 
Britain to a recognition of the fact that 
the United States had a claim to juris- 
diction over the waters of the Behring 
sea tinder the Kuesian title, a point 
which she heretofore steadily refused to 
allow.

SAN DIEGO, March 8.—A party of proH- 


pectora who were in theNew river region 
of tho Colorado deeert at the time of the 
earthquakes, have juat returned and 
bring in a Btory of a blazing volcano. 
"We were on the lower Lagnna moun- 
tains, close to tfee Mexican bonndary 
line, and about midway between San 
Diego and Ynma, when the earthquake 
occurred. It was sharp. 
Our first 


thought was to look for an outbreak of 
the volcano, bnt to onr Bnrpriee, instead 
of an outbreak, smoke and hazy steam, 
which is always visible in the Cocopaih 
region at first, entirely disappeared the 
first day. After the earthquake the en- 
tire desert was clear as a mirror. That 
night a change came; we heard ram- 
bling noises, and the nest day the smoke 
returned denser and blacker than ever. 
That night from the mountain tops we 
conld plainly see a flame shooting up 
and the volcano appeared to be about 
forty milea away and on Mexican terri- 
tory. The flame was not high above the 
level of the desert and appeared to come 
from a pit or hole."

They went from cell to cell, 
and thoroughly alarmed the inmates, 
who, coming to tho cell doors, unwit- 
tingly aided them in their search.

road could not pay interest upon its coat 
for many years to couie. I should con- 
sider it qaite cafft to say that one will 
not be built in the next decade at least 
and that California's best interest will 
not be served by tho accomplishment ol 
buch a project as the building of another 
overland road. 


Mr. Iluntington has evidently con- 


fused his own and hia company's inter- 
est with those o! the state at large. In- 
deed, it ia not impossible thut in the 
light ot past events Mr. Huntington is, 
practically, of the opinion that the 
Southern Pacific company is the state. 
It haa, at times, looked as though ench 
were the case to people who would not 
be influenced by their own interests to 
so believe. But there is a growing opiu- 
ion among tho people generally that the 
state iaa an existence in a degree dis- 
tinct f.om that of tho railroad company, 
and that in some cases its interests are 
not in common with those of the corpor- 
ation. 


The instance in particular in which it is 


believed that the welfare of the state con- 
flicts with that of the Southern TaciBc 
company ia this matter of a competing 
overland road.

that such a road will not pay, that the 
beet interests of the state will not be sub- 
served by building it, nnd that in his 
opinion it will not be built during tbe 
next ten years at least.

Huntington's interest to believe those 
things, and he is not tho kind of baai- 
nesa man who will permit his opinions 
to clash with his interests. The people 
of California who do not share in the 
profits of its solitary road hold very dif- 
ferent opinions from those expressed by 
Mr. Huntington. They know that the 
Southern Pacific railroad was a paying 
institution when its business was very 
much, less than it now is, and they have 
reason to believe that the transportation 
business of this coast could at this time 
be divided between two railroads with a 
fair profit to each. 


The company of which Mr. Hunting- 


ton, ia the president has been most 
assiduous in its efforts to keep alive the 
impression that there is no money in 
their business in California; that it has 
bsen carried on largely for tha public 
good, and that the great wealth amaeeed 
by the principal owners has come from 
other sources. NothwithBtandinc these 
representations tho public is not deeply 
impressed with the poverty of the South- 
ern Pacific company. To the centrary, 
there is an opinion prevailing that the 
Southern Pacific is one of the best pay- 
ing roads hi the United States. By way 
of comparison TOE KEPDBIJCAN has a 
statement from an unprejudiced source 
that the profits of the Southern Pacific 
from the divisions between Bakerefield 
to San. Francisco is 125 per cent over the 
running expenses, while the profits oi 
the Alton system, equal in length to 
this division of the fionthern Pacific, is 
25 per cent over running expenses. 


It is not to be expected tbat the South- 


ern Pacific would desire such a fact as 
this to be made public. It would show 
too plainly that a grand field is here 
awaiting the advent of another road. It 
will bo remembered br eome of our read- 
ers that but two years ago A. C. Bassett. 
of the coast division of the Southern Pa- 
cific, rendered a report showing that 60 
per cent of the gross receipts of that di- 
vigon were net profits. 
The result of 


making this report waa that Mr. Baseelt 
was promptly discharged, and Mr. Hunt- 
ington felt that it was necessary to make 
some explanations to the effect that there 
wcro some expenses which had not been 
included in the report. It would not do, 
of course, to have the fact leak oal 
throtigh an official report that the com- 
pany waf making enormous profits. 


Mr. HuntingUm says that iu his opin-

trade by competition. The gateway of 
commerce, tho metropolis of the Pacific 
coast, will render some word-of-mouth

and sinew of the state. Napa connty is 
famishing a conspicuous and worthy ex- 
ample in this respect. A permanent 
canal association has been organized in 
that connty, and the board of supervis- 
ors haa issued, an address to the people 
setting forth the advantages to bo gained 
through the construction of the canal. 
Some other counties are falling into Hne 
anil it is hoped that during the short in- 
terval between this time and the date of 
the convention a more wide spread inter- 
est will he manifested by the selection of 
delegates composed of substantial, in- 
fluential citizens. 


The Examiner cf Sunday has this to 


say relative to the benefits that the canal 
will bring to this coast: "The canal 
will be of great importance to the fitato 
and the city. It will decrease freight 
rates to Europe and the east by at least 
afourth. It will cutoff nearly 7000 miles 
of distance and nearly half the time 01 
passage. The wheat farmer will get $2 
or $3 a ton more for his wheat than now. 
The importers will have to pay so mach 
less for their goods. The time and rate 
to New York will be redncod to mako 
the sea ronte an important factor in ship- 
ments between California and the east. 
It will act as a check oa the overland 
railroad freights and indirectly save large 
amounts to California shippers. 


"The convention can assist the canalin 


two ways. It can pledge California sub- 
scriptions to the stock and bonds of the 
enterprise, and it can assure congress 
that California favors the proposition to 
give a governnaent^guaranty to the bends 
of the company on any terma that will 
secure the treasury from loes. 


"Both these methods should boused. 


California can afford to invest a substan- 
tial sum in the bonds of the company. 
They will be in themielves a good in- 
vestment. At G per cent interest with 
the experience of the SUEZ canal as an 
example, they will be one of the best se- 
curities in the market. 
California 


could make a profit by giving a consider- 
able subsidy outright if that wonld in- 
sure the building of the canal. The en- 
teryrisiuR men of the state should cer- 
tainly be willing to put money into an 
enterprise that insures both direct and 
indirect returns to EO large an amount."

The 
branches have no scales upon them. 
What the inspector supposes to be scale 
is simply roughness of iue bark. 


I have, together with some of my 


neighbors, carefully examined 
theEO 


branches and can find no scale. 


Mr. Editor, I think that if the trees 


needed spraying, wo fruit growers ou^ht 
to be notified in time, and not after tha 
trees are in bloom and at a time when 
compliance with the demand of the com- 
mission means to lose most of this sea- 
son's crop. 1 further think that Mr. 
Reeding, if he has not the time to attend 
to it personally, ought to appoint a man 
as hia deputy who knows something 
about fruit trees and the pesta that aiBict 
them.

prosperity—the one creating and the 
other disposing. 


Our attention is fresh in tho order of 


creation. Tho Weat Sitfera are simple 
enotigu to believe that the theory of 
artificial rain Is based upon Rood physical 
geography principles and natural philos- 
ophy. 
One of our meal newspaperfi 


groping for a footing upon which to base 
an editorial argues that nothing is being 
made in vain. Providence has declared 
tbe hour when man shall wrest rain 
from the rainless sky and make his 
broad, rich acres produce. 


It is true there are thousands of acres 


over there of the very best alluvial soil, 
level and free from alkaloid?, bnt as dry, 
unprolitic and barren when rain ia with- 
held as the uninhabited regions of tho 
Sahara desert. On this account there 
ara only a few hardy horny fisted gran- 
gers Scattered hero and there over the 
broad expanse of country, gambling, aa 
it werft, with the weather for a crop. 
This year they will win, hands down, as 
the rain has been abundant and econom- 
ically distributed. We have quit look' 
ing to see which way tho cat will jump. 
We have eliminated the cat. 


But apropos of the subject it is not 


necessary to diflcusa tbe philosophy of 
producing rain artificially. Everybody 
knows that no two bodies can crcnpy the 
same place at the same time, if one is 
installed the other ia displaced. A given 
space filled with aqueous vapor at a cer- 
tain temperature will not hold the same 
vapor at another temperature, hence the 
displacement or precipitation of con- 
densed vapor called raiu.

Pitt picked up a small piece of 
hoae and went toward Marcovich who 
seized the steward hy the arms, pushed 
him back and ran out in the yard and 
got B atick. Witness heard Marcovich 
call Pitt an approbrious name and chal- 
lenge him to eoiue out, but the nurse 
did not accept the invitation. The wit- 
ness did not see a knife in eittier mnii's 
hand.

"I had orderH from Dr. Leach to put out 


any man who was well enough to £0 to 
woik," testified Pitt, "and when Mar- 
covich came in that night L told him to 
CO out to work as he was well enough to 
do BO. Marcovich said that he waa 
going to stay there as long oa ho wanted 
to and that he was going to beat the 
county ot all the grub fie could. 


"He came in once with a can of glue 


and wanted to heat it in some water I 
had on the Blove and 1 told him to get 
out as I did not want him in there at 
all."The witness told Marcovich that the 
next timo he came in he would knock 
him down.
